| HIGH JINKS I VANCOUVER 


‘Large Body of Chinamen Try to Escape 
From Employers--Sola Into Slavery 


Vancouver, January 17.—About two 
bundred Chinamen arrived here from 
China yesterday en route to Mexico to 
work on some railway construction 
work near Tamp/co on the Gulf of 
Mexico. They had been hired by Ma 
Gop, of Mexico, and were told that 
afier three years they could return 
home if they wanted to, The cause 
of the ircuble with the Chinese was 
the arrival on the ecene of a China- 
man from San Francisco, who (ld 
them they had been sold as slaves to 
Ma Gop by the Hong Kong men and 
would never go back to China. Many 
of the men are married and have left 
families in China, and through their 
ranks the news few like a match set 
to tinder. They made up their minds 
to escap® and if only a few could get 
buck to China and tell thelr friends 
there of their going to Mexico. Ac- 
cordingly when the men were being 
transferred from the vessel to the C. 
Pp. R. train they stampeded. About 
60 were seated in two cars, 100 were 
iu the shed, when the 30 on the vessel 
refused to land, and were only gof 
ashore with the utmost difficulty by 
the police. When they got in the shed 
all the Chinese commenced an excit- 
ed jabbering. A stampede ensued and 
those in the shed rushed towards the 
train, while those in the train over- 
powered the officers at the doors, and 
rushed down to join the rest. Great 
eacitement and tumult resulted and 
intrying to make their escape, the 
Chinese, blinded by fright and frenzy, 
rushed directly towards the end of the 
dock, and would have fallen headlong 
over into the salt water in their mad 
iush, To get to the edge the fright- 
ened Chinese had to pass through one 
door of the huge freight shed, and 
seeing thelr danger, a police officer 
planted himself in the road and buri- 
ed the excited Celestials back.

Tater the gas or soot producing ele 
ments have been burnt out of it, 
is very cleanly, that is practically 
; Without forming soot. It is also 
capable of producing great heat and 
is of good lasting puality. It is the 
fuel almost universally employed in 
Great Britain, both in summer aud 
winter, for forcingpits and hothouses 
on account of these qualities. 

In regions such as ours, where long 
} winters prevat'l, and where fuel is 
ja necessity for the preservation of life 
well as for cooking. the available 
! qnantity, guatit> 
are of vital importance. 

We are here at the present time well 
supplied with bituminous coals, well 
adapted for culinary purposes, but for 


heating our dwellings the anthracite; 
coal has hitherto, in spite of its cost- | 


liness, stood alone as the fuel «ener- 
ally made use of on account of its 
cleanliness and lusting qualities. If, 
however, coke from Fernie were pro- 
curable in sufficient quantities we 
should have a fuel which would com- 
pete favorably with anthracite in 
quality, while it should be cheaper 
in price. 

I am satisfied from personal ex- 
perience that the Fernie coal is an ex- 
ccllent coking coal. It ignites more 
readily and gives ercater heat than 
the anthracite coal and in my judg- 
ment is better adapted for the double 
purpose of the heating furnace and 
cooking range than any single kind of 
coal at present available. For the 
furnace, the only objection I jhave 
heard is that it fills the flues with 
soot, which necessitates more fre- 
quent visitations from the chimney 
sweep. 

The extra outlay on this head is, 
however, more than counterbalanced 
by the lower price of the Fernie coal. 
This obection would not exist if coke 
were used. 

If the publicity given to this matter

fect of calling the attention of the 
Fernie coal syiudicate to the market 
that is here and thus bring into the

THE BANFF ELECTION 


The Result Still in Doubt--Many Ob- 


The polling at North Canmore 
and Laggan which was rendered ne- 
ceseary by the decision recently given 
by Mr, Justice Rouleau, took place 
on Saturday. Dr, Brett had a ma- 
jority of six votes exclusive of North 
Canmore and Laggan, and he and 
his friends worked hard to maintain 
the lead, At the former election at 
the Canmore poll the vote stood Sifton 
60, Brett 28—leaving Mr. Sifton a ma- 
jority of 82 votes. On Saturday the 
vote stood Sifton 36, Brett 32, exclus- 
ive of 20 ballots objected to. Of these 
15 were objected to by Mr. Sifton and 
5 by Dr. Brett. All the objected bal- 
lots were placed in separate envel- 
opes and their validity will be 
fought out before the court of revis- 
jon wh will sit at Canmore on 
Wednesday next. 

At Laggan on the former election 
leaving day the vote stood Brett 7, 
Sifton 2, leaving Brett a majority of 
5 votes, Saturday's voting resuited 
in a complete turn over, the vote 
standing Sifton 7, Brett 1. There 
were at tiis polling station 11 objected 
ballots, six by Brett and five by Sift- 
on, The validity of these votes will 
be decided at the court of revision, 
which will take place at Laggan to- 
morrow (Tuesday). 

Both parties aro confident of vic- 
tory, although it is more than likely 
that a good deal of fighting will take 
place in the law courts before the 
election is finally decided.
